6 'Corporal' 
Missile Units 
GoingAbroad 


WASHINGTON 
— The Army 
Thursday night disclosed plans for 
a drastic increase in its atomic 
weapons strength in Europe. It an­ 
nounced it is sending six units of 
the Corporal guided missile to be 
added to the single unit already 
there. 
Corporal, capable of mounting an 
atomic w arhead, has a range un­ 
officially estim ated at between 50 
and 70 miles. 
Already in Europe, in addition 
to the 
o n e 
battalion of 
c o r ­ 
poral missiles, are six battalions 
of 280 mm cannons which can fire 
atomic shells, and what is official­ 
ly described as “ sev eral batten e s” 
of the bom bardm ent rocket called 
Honest John. 
The six additional Corporal units 
are to be shipped ov er in the first 
four months of the new year. 
70 Launchers 
The s e v e n Corporal battalions 
will add a total of 70 launchers, 
including spares. The actual num­ 
ber of missiles in the 
h a n d s of 
troops ov erseas is nev er disclosed. 
E ach battalion has a force of about 
250 men. 
The announcem ent Thursday said 
that the six battalions on orders 
for Europe, now stationed at Ft. 
Elis s. Tex,, are the 531st, the 557th, 
the 601st, the 558th, the 530th and 
the 559 th. The original battalion 
ov erseas is the 259 th, also from 
F t. Bliss. 
The Corporal missile now being 
used is an improv ed v ersion of one 
which the Arm y started working 
on sev eral years ago. 
An official statem ent says t h e 
Corporal follows a ballistic trajec­ 
tory in its flight to t h e target. 
O ther inform ation indicates t h e 
Corporal starts out on a guidance 
system , following the path of a ra ­ 
d ar beam until the fuel of its rock­ 
et m otors Is exhausted, whereupon 
the missile begins a conv entional 
flight toward the target. 
Slim Missile 


The launcher is a simple m etal 
derice, with a hydraulic driv e to 
elev ate it to the desired angle for 
firing purposes. 
The missile itself Is slim a n d 
pencil shaped with sm all control 
and stabilizing fins at the extrem e 
end of the tail. 
The Army says the Corporal m is­ 
sile ‘‘giv es the field com m ander 
far greater fire power on the bat­ 
tlefield and enables him to strike 
selected targets deep in the enem y 
re a r areas.M 
The Honest John is purely a bal­ 
listic m issile, without guidance, all 
of its aim ing being done before it 
is fired. This rocket has a range 
of about 20 miles.

He also served in 
the Army and 
N a v y and has 
worked as a hospital orderly. 
In his Korean adventu re, D em ara 
u sed the nam e and credentials of 
Dr. Joseph C. Cyr, of G rand Falls, 
N. B., to obtain a su rgeon’s com ­ 
mission 
in the 
Canadian Royal 
Navy in M arch, 1951. 
After service in the Halifax Na­ 
val Hospital, he went to Korea.

started with the spirit of Geneva has had no 
real foundation in our relations with Russia. 
It is the fleshpots ^gain on the domestic side 
and a continuation of precisely the same polities 
which the party in power now criticized so 
strongly when out of power.

Storm Sewer Needs 


There are some interesting sidelights to the 
repo rt of the city 's finance director. Theo Berg, 
that all is ready for the issuance of $1,772,000 in 
bonds Feb. 1. 
The big share of this sale will be $1.3 mil­ 
lion in storm sewer improvement bonds. 
This 
means that another big step will be taken this 
coming sum m er to bring the city ’s storm sewer 
needs up to date. 
The only question that might be raised is 
why the program is being spread out over three 
y ears, rather than completed at one time. 
A 
total of $3.5 million in sewer bonds was au­ 
thorized by the voters. 
But by spreading the 
program over three y ears, a more favorable fi­ 
nancing is obtained and annual principal and in­ 
terest pay ments are somewhat reduced. 
Also, there is a question of how much of the 
work the city could get done at one time. Even 
at the present three y ear rate, much of the en­ 
gineering work on the sewer projects has had to 
be let out to private concerns. 
The other $472,000 of the $1,772.000 issue is 
composed of special improvement district bonds. 


This is a sale to pay off warrants issued to con­ 


tracto rs in pay ment of work done in 1954. 


This sale is another good ex ample of the need 


for a change in the financing of special improve­ 
ments, 
These w arrants that will be picked up 
have born interest at the rate of about 3 4 
per cent since their issuance. Bonds can be sold 
by the city for considerable less than 3 per cent. 


If the city could sell bonds in advance of work 
to be done it would have to issue no w arrants 
and would save the money represented by the 
difference between rates on w arrants and bonds. 
Such a plan has been approved by the voter's 
adoption of a charter amendment but legal prob­ 
lems have slowed up its inauguration. The faster 
this plan can be placed into effect, the better off 
the city will be. 


Another point of interest is the fact that both 
of these bond issues and many in the past have 
been handled by Berg. The city has never hired 
economic consultants to work out its bond issues, 
a chore done by Berg at a substantial savings in 
fees to the city .

Denver, like other communities, is grappling 
with the problem of educational shortage—an in­ 
creasing number of y oung people, a decreasing 
number of teachers, a lack of structures and the 
problem of where to find the money to bring it all 
into balance.

GO P Campaign Plans 


WASHINGTON _ Recent devel­ 
opments show the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration 
proposing 
action 
in 
many fields where they have here­ 
tofore been content to hold the kne 
and leave the initiative to the Dem­ 
ocrats. 


In one day (last Tuesday ) three 
cabinet members disclosed to press 
conferences 
new 
spending 
pro­ 
grams. These programs not only 
contradicted past emphasis on budg­ 
et-balancing 
but, 
in 
discussing 
them, the three secretaries implied 
that the direction they were taking 
had become a m atter of national 
policy . 


Secretary of State Dulles con­ 
firmed the administration plan to 
ask Congress for just under five 
billion dollars in new foreign aid 
money , which is 81 per cent more 
than now spent. He ex plained that 
the money was needed to ’ replen­ 
ish the pipe lines” so that assist­ 
ance could go on “ for a consider­ 
able period of tim e /’ 


Secretary of Defense Wilson con­ 
firmed forecasts that his budget 
would be about one billion dollars 
higher than at present. This ex tra 
billion will go chiefly for the “ won­ 
der weapons.” The total defense 
budget will be about $35,500,000,000. 
Secretary Folsom of Health, Ed­ 
ucation and Welfare promised to 
ask Congress for medical research 
ex penditures ”25 to 30 per cent” 
higher than current outlay s. He 
also said he would propose federal 
aid for construction of research fa­ 
cilities and for medical education. 


The administratio n’s strenuous ef­ 
forts to ex pand the farm relief 
program of perhaps its most-stub­ 
born 
conservative, 
Secretary 
of 
Agriculture Benson, have been in 
the news for some time. Benson is 
to stay , together with his flex ible 
price supports, despite his GOP 
critics. They have won their fight, 
however, to force him to suggest 


new remedies at the nex t session 
of Congress. 
The 
Benso n 
reply 
is 
no t 
y et 
ready , but apparently it will in­ 
clude a so il bank and ¿. surplus dis­ 
po sal pro gram o f genuine pro po r­ 
tio ns 
— 
suggestio ns 
o riginally 
pressed by 
Demo cratic Senato rs 
Humphrey and Anderso n. 


Treasury Secretary 
Humphrey 
has not y et committed himself to 
a tax cut. But he is holding out 
hope in public and is privately draft­ 
ing plans for one that will bear 
the Eisenhower stamp. 
The significance of all this is 
not lost on the Democrats, who in 
the recent past have managed to 
get a great deal of campaign mile­ 
age out of similar moderate pro­ 
posals of their own. 


“ They are stealing Ly ndo n Jo hn­ 
so n's clo thes,” mo urned o ne, re­ 
ferring to the Senate majo rity lead­ 
er who has been priding himself 
o n his o wn state-o f-the-unio n mes­ 
sage o utlining a mo derate legis­ 
lativ e 
pro gram. 
“ May be 
Eisen­ 
ho wer has jo ined him. but Eisen­ 
ho wer will get the credit.” 


That is how it will work out po­ 
litically . And the decision of the 
administration to step up its ac­ 
tions in politically appealing fields 
could also have the effect of forcing 
the 
Democrats, 
especially 
their 
candidates for President, further 
to the left. 


Since most observers feel that 
the country is in a mo derate mood, 
that would be an ex tra dividend 
of considerable importance to Re­ 
publicans, whether Eisenhower runs 
of not. 
Republicans would like to see 
Adlai 
Stevenson 
in 
particular 
forced into more ex treme positions. 
He is the Democrat they fear be­ 
cause he is personally co nserva­ 
tive and more moderate in action 
than other avowed candidates.

NEW YORK (INS) - One of the 
richest men in the world has as­ 
sured the rest of us that it's still 
possible in this era of tax es, big 
tips and tolls to become a mil­ 
lionaire. 
And after that? 
Swedish multi-millionaire Ax el L. 
Wenner-Gren said he ha^ decided 
that being a successful millionaire 
is just as big a problem as be­ 
coming one. 
“ You see,” he ex plained, “ it is 
just 
as 
difficult 
to 
use 
money 
wisely and effectively as it is to 
make it.” 
This was one o f those rare oc­ 
casions for the 74-y ear-old indus­ 
trialist who has put more money 
into his principal “ hobby ”— scien­ 
tific research—than most men will 
ever see in a lifetime, even on TV. 
The one-time international “ my s­ 
tery m an” threw open the door of 
his lux urious Waldorf Towers suite, 
broke a long silence on his own 
personal success story and met 
headon a drumfire of interview 
questions such as: 
Who can become a millionaire 
these day s? 
Isn’t the self-made 
millionaire a thing of the past? 
“ Certainly not,” the tall, white- 
haired 
Wenner-Gren 
shot 
back. 
“ There are greater opportunities 
now than ever before. Since high 
tax es complicate the problem in 
some countries, one must not only 
concentrate on one country . 
To 
make money these day s, one must 
ex pand into the international field. 
Some 
countries, 
Venezuela 
and 
Mex ico, for ex ample, have low tax 
rates and offer great opportuni­ 
ties.” 
What suggestions would he offer 
enterprising y oung men who want 
to go into business? 
“ I would have these three sug­ 
gestions: 
First, go to some good 
technical college because the busi­ 
ness world of today requires sound 
technical knowledge; Second, learn 
how to sell—learn the human side 
of business, and Third, don’t be 
afraid of hard work. 
It's hard 
work that gets results.” 
His own career? 
How did he 
» tart? 
“ When 
I was 21, 
I borrowed 
$2,000 from my father, and paid 
it back in two y ears with 6 per 
cent interest. 
I have never bor­ 
rowed 
a 
cent 
since. 
I 
trained 
my self to be a salesman, then 
found an article and sold it. The 
same thing can be done today .” 
He has been called the wealthiest 
man in the world. Just how much 
is he worth? 
“ I honestly don’t know just what 
I am worth today . 
When I make 
money , I try to give it to some 
worthy enterprise such 
a s one of 
my scientific research foundations. 
I know that I have put more than 
$20 million into these five founda­ 
tions and will continue to support 
their important research work. My 
hobby is scientific research—that 
and gardening and landscaping.” 
If he had to choose again, would 
he go into business? 
“ Yes, I would be a businessman. 
Ever since I was a y oung man, I 
had a dream to build a business 
that would have an office in every 
majo r city 
in the world. 
That 
dream has now come true. 
My 
companies now have office.^ in all 
of the big cities in the free world, 
but I don’t know ex actly how many 
people they all employ . 
At one 
time, 
someone 
showed 
me 
an 
article which said my companies 
fed 500,000 people, but I don't know 
the ex act figure.” 
T o d a y , Wenner-Gren controls 
nearly 100 companies and corpora­ 
tions. including the giant “ Elec­ 
tro lux ” which brought out the first 
gas refrigerato r and, as he say s, 
“ sold millions of them .” 
He also 
has vast steel holdings in Ger­ 
many , big foreign investments in 
Mex ico and other interests scat­ 
tered over three continents. 
But he would rather talk about 
his research foundations into which 
he is pouring more than $1,000,000 
a y ear. 
Four of them are located in his 
native Sweden. 
The other is the 
Wenner-Gren 
foundation 
for 
an­ 
thropological research which op­ 
erates world wide from New York 
headquarters. Its operations range 
as far off as Peru where an in­ 
stitute is busy ex tracting venom 
from poisonous snakes. 
The latest 
Wenner-Gren scien­ 
tific endowment is a Stockholm 
research center where some of the 
world’s leading scientists—includ­ 
ing a half-dozen Nobel prize win­ 
ners—will ex change information. 
Wenner-Gren is starting by erect­ 
ing $3 million worth of buildings 
and hopes to have the center com­ 
pleted by 1957.

In the late thirties, Wenner-Gren 
wrote a book which began with 
these words:

Wenner-Gren say s he still has 
not been able to find out why he 
was included on the U.S. govern­ 
m ent’s wartime “ blacklist.” 
He 
even brought suits against the gov­ 
ernment, but they were dropped 
along with the blacklist after the 
war. 
He calls the blacklist action a 
“ foolish move” and 
points 
out 
that he gave England and the U.S. 
the famous and lethal “ Bofors” 
gun during the war.

Star: Getting down to brass tacks 
about what to do about the farm 
surplus I think we all want to do 
what is for the greatest good of 
the greatest number. That means 
we wish to do that which is eco­ 
nomically sound for the good old 
U.S.A. 
I doubt if any of us Know much 
about schoolbook economics. Fo r 
an humble man like me it is co m­ 
forting to learn that economists of­ 
ten differ widely . All I can make 
out of it is that if we produce more 
than we consume we have a sur­ 
plus and the producer starts cut­ 
ting prices in order to get “ his.” 
If there is scarcity , every con­ 
sumer starts bidding up in order to 
get “ his.” 
It looks as though a happy state 
would be to produce just enough, 
not too much, so the normal de­ 
mand will be supplied at a figure 
the consumer can afford to pay 
and the producer afford to sell, 
But what a big field is that to 
play in! 
Fro m what I can learn our state 
of general intelligence has never 
y et told us how to arrive there, ex ­ 
cept generally speaking. However, 
we can keep try ing and use what­ 
ever method seems best until we 
find a better one. It seems plain 
that there are times when there Is 
nothing big enough to control a run­ 
away , lopsided economic condition 
but the U.S. government. 
It is also plain that it is either 
overproduction or underconsump­ 
tion right now. 
Let us keep our ey es focused for 
the time being on how to solve the 
present crisis by increasing con­ 
sumption. But let us not let the 
farm er go broke while we 
are 
hunting for it.

But even so gifted a player as 
Kaline can ’t work m iracles alone. 
Most club s need not one b ut sev­ 
eral players to improve them ­ 
selves. 
The New York Giants, for ex ­ 
am ple, need two pitchers, an in- 
fielder, outfielder 
and 
another 
catcher. It may b e they already 
have what they need on their 
farm club s, and that the b oys 
will deliver at the sam e tim e. 
N evertheless, we think the Gi­ 
ants would not b e averse to ac­ 
quiring a 
tried 
and true, top 
notch perform er in a deal. So it 
goes. 
Strangely enough, pennant win­ 
ners often are more willing to 
deal than the others. Trailing 
d ub s often are afraid to do b usi­ 


ness with a pennant winner al­ 
though when such club s do deal 
with the winners they usually 
get the b est of it. 
Any club can m ake a trade 
now and then that turns sour 
hut that's a chance all have to 
take. But som etim es one deal 
can turn an ordm ary club into 
a pennant winner.
